Recognition by the Emperor 
of Austria. 


His Resurrection Unwelcome 
News to. Many of the Rulers 
of Hurope.

ERY few people re- 
gard the action of 
the Emperor of 
Austriain making 
Prince Alexander a 
colonel! jh the Aus- 
trian army in other 
light than an evi- 
dence that the 
young man will at 
no distant day re- 
sume his former 
prominence in Eu- 
ropean politics, an 
event which will 
ingure the enliven- 
ment of political affairs at several of the 
continental capitals. It will be recalled that 
Alexander was a general in the Austrian army 
during the time he occupied the throne of 
Bulgaria, and also held a position of similar 
rank in the military service of Prussia 
and of Russia. Besides these nominal 
or complimentary commands he held 
a. position in the admiration of the 
European soldiery generally, and the 
Bulgarian army particularly as an actual 
commander of signal ability in time of war, 
his right to which reputation no man could 
more thoroughly attestif he would than his 
whilom adversary, ex-King of Servia. More- 
over, he developed the qualities of statesman- 
ship which he possessed to a degree which 
marked him as a man destined to become the 
peer of the leading diplomatists and polit!- 
clans of Europe, and it was his misfortune 
that he should have become so involved in 
the meshes of the all-prevailing intrigue of 
the time that he found it expedient to turn bis 
back upon Bussia, to which power he owed 
more than te any other, or all others. 
Then followed his dethronement, 
banishment from Bulgaria end nis 
gradual disappearance from public view. But 
he is too able a man to remain long in ob- 
scurity—he being the sole possessor of the 
Battenberg brains—and Francis Joseph isto 
be congratulated that he has ended the term 
of Alexander’s retirement and secured his 
services. The statement that Alexander is to 
be raised to the rank of General within 3 
short time meets with general credence and 
approval wherever he is known, and the pre- 
diction is freely made that he will yet weara 
crown and occupy a throne whose stability 
will not be dependent upon the caprice of any 
individual sovereign or menaced by the 
machinations of spies and traitors. 
The resurrection, sotospeak, of the erst- 
while ruler of Bulgaria, will perhaps be un- 
welcome news to the Czar, Queen Victoria 


and the German Emperor, for a variety of 
weill-know reasons, but it isnot likely that 
any one ofthem will strew his path with 
obstacles, 


The British Parliament. 


Lorpon, Feb. 15.—Parnell called upon the 
Government yesterday, to know what action 
they would take on the report of the Commis- 
sioners. Rt. Hon.Wm. Henry Smith said that 


the Ministers had only received the report et 10 
o’ clock the night before and they had not yet 
decided what course they would pursue. 

The consideration of the address in reply to 
the speech from the throne was resumed. 

Mr. Parnell moved an amendment repealing 
the coercion act. He attacked the system of 
heavy punishment of trivial and technical 
offenses and said that almost every act of Mr. 
Balfour seemed to be intended to drive the 
people of Ireland to crime. The 
only excuse the Government had 
for maintaining the act was the charge 
that boycotting existed in Ireland. r. Par- 
nell did not deny that much criminal boy- 
cotting existed in 188] and 1882, but the action 
ofthe Nationalists had been constantly mod- 
ified in recognition of the efforts to secure the 

assage of ameliorative measures for Ire- 
and. Mr. Parnell declared that the League of 
to-day differed widely from the League of 
1860, and Mr. Balfour could not justify his 
course by pleading that ocrime was 
being revived. On the contrary, 
the people were quietly waiting 
andghoping for their rights. Mr. Balfour’s 
administration had been distinguished by 
small persecutions, often directed against 
women and children. He had crusaded against 
the press, commencing with the newsvoys 
The action 
of the Government tended to its own defeat. 
Despite the exasperations the Nationalists 
were subjected to, they had not swerved from 
peaceful methods to Carry out their alms. 


The Parnell Commission’s Report. 


LONDON, Feb. 15.—Mr. J. G. Biggar, member 
for Cavan, has given his opinions upon the 
commission’s reportin a published interview. 
He says the report is unfair in several partic- 
ulars. First, it was unjust to take Le Caron’'s 
word in preference to that of Mr. Parnell. Le 
Caron was a spy and an infamous creature.

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MRS. VAIL'S DEATH. 


‘Detectives and Insurance Agents 


Invéstigating It To-Day. 


Her Husband Says She Was Ac- 
cidentally Shot at. Old 
; Monroe, 


The Tragic @appening of Last Monday Is 
the Subject of a Scrutinizing Inquiry 
The Representatives of the Insurance 
Companies Refuse to State Why They 
Are Investigating — Remarkable Retie- 
ence of a Witness of the Accident — 
“Vail’s Explanation of the Bullet Holes— 
Conflicting Statements Concerning Im- 
portant Matters—What Are the Suspic- 
fons? 


On the afternoon of Monday last, while 
Charies Vail and his wife were preparing to 
start from the country residence ot Jerome 
McAtee for St. Louis, a revolver in the pocket 
of Mr. Vail was discharged.~ The bali passed 
through his overcoat and struck his wife in 
the abdomen. She was carried into the house 
and a few hours later she died. She was buried 
without an inquest, and all the parties ro- 
turned to the city. : 

The story, as it reached St. Louls, was that 
Vail had the revolver in his coat pocket when 
the wagon in which they were to go to the 
rallroad station, Old Monroe, drew up to the 
door. He and his wife, Mr. McAtes and Miss 
Lizzie McAtee went out to the wagon and Mr. 
McAtee held the horses while Mr. Vail helped 
Miss Lizzie In, then started to lift his wife into 
the wagon. But just as she stepped on the 
wheel the revolver in Mr. Vail’s pocket struck 
against the tire of the front wheel 
and went off. Mrs. Vail fell, and when 
they saw that she was wounded she was car- 
ried into the house and physic lans sent for. 
Her life was despaired of at once. 

Telegrams were sent to the city and her 
mother, sister and brother were called to her 


bedside. They arrived before she died and 
were with her in her last moments. a 
MRS.

the st. Louis Morgue. A little cautious in- 
quiry developed a story. 

It will be remembered that in November last 
Coroner Frank requested the resignations of 
Deputy Coroner Andy Brown and City Under- 
taker Chris Schawaker. He got them, too, 
their official heads going into the basketa 
very few days after the demand was made. 
Clerk John Meis was made Deputy 
Coroner and the firm of . Ben- 
sick & Sheehan got the city work. 
This “action was unexpected. It had been 
looked for several months before, but came 
when nobody was looking for it. The fact 
thatthe Deputy Coroner bad taken an en- 
forced ride in the patrol wagon from a green 
cloth game to the Four Courts in charge of 
Detectives Moberly and Kelly one fine even- 
ing was thought by many to be the turning 
stone in Brown’s political career. But it was 
not. He hung on to his job. 

THE CAUSE FOR HIS REMOVAL 
and Schawacker’s ‘‘bounce’’ now comes out. 

On the evening of November 15, at about 
7:30 o'clock, William Sieber, a carpenter 51 
years of age and single, died without medical 
attendance in his room atthe boarding- house

to the Coroner's oflice. 
the office at tne time and at once teleph®ned 
Schawaker to go tothe house and remove the 
body to the orgue. Schawaker had tbis 
done. He also had a trunk which was in 
Bieber’s room and which had been pointed 
out to bim as the property of the deceased, 
taken along and placed in a rear room at the 
Morgue. This was with Supt. Praedicow’s 
knowledge and consent. 

The Oo-operative Undertaking Co. got the 
funeral, Sieber was a single man and a mem- 
ber of the Carpenters’ Union. The 
lodge, of course, bore the expense of the 
intermeut and as soon as an inguest was held 
sentthe co-operative people for the body. 
Coroner Frank of course turned the certifi- 
cates of natural death over to them at the 
order cf the president of the lodge. The bod 
was found to be dressed in a neat suit of biac 
cloth. That was all right, however, and the 
interment was made in these garments. 

A couple of days after Sieber had been laid 
awayin hisgravea man came to the Coron- 
er’s office. He said his name was Kilian 
Rittenhour, and said that he had roomed 
with the deceased for several months previous 
to his death. Ho wanted to know what had 
become ofa suit of clothes belonging to him 
which for convenience had always been kept 
in Sieber’s trunk. Coroner Frank told him he 
knew nothing about any trunk. Ritten hour 
insisted, hewever, that whenthe undertaker 
came after the body he took the trunk with 
him, saying that the things were in charge of 
the Coroner until after the inquest was held. 
This was news and 

DR. FRANK INVESTIGATED IT. 
Without delay he went with Rittenhour to the 
Morgue and hunted up Praedicow. The latter 
made no bonesof the matter. He saw that 
game wasup and cheerfully led the way to 
the rear room where the trunk had been 
placed. Dr. Frank made a personal exami- 
nation of the effects. 

The next day he sifted the matter to the 
bottom. He learned that almost before the 
inquest in Sieber’s case was at an end, 
Schawaker had had the trunk opened. A nice 
Dlack suit of clothes was found. Schawaker 
did not wait to find out whether or not the 
suit belonged to Sieber. The suit was in 
Sieber’s trunk and that is all he wanted to 
know. He bad the old clothes taken off the 
body and the new sult put on. He 
was sure he had a ‘‘cinch’’ on the 
funeralthen. But he was mistaken. While 
he was away the co-operative people came 
with the certificates and took away the body. 
suit and all. Rittenbour was out a new suit 
and he made a big fuss about it. 

It must be understood that Coroner Frank 
has always impressed upon everyone of the 
men by him appointed the fact that nothing 
but the appare! worn by the deceased at the 
time he was found 

SHOULD BE REMOVED 
from his apartments. Should he have rela- 
tives, they take charge of the personal prop- 
erty in hisroom. If not, the public adminis- 
trator assumes the same responsibility after 
the inquest has been held. Schawacker's action 
Wasa direct and most flagrant violation of 
this order, and he had to go. Pradicow had 
assisted in the deal, but pleaded ignorance of 
the rules. Hie was allowed to remain. Brown 
had pulled with Schawacker. He had togo, 


One day afterwards Praedicow made the re 
mark to Coroner Frank that he did not know 
that he had gone anything wrong and would 
probably follow the sane course under the 
dame circumstances. Thie nettied the doctor, 
who gave him thirty days in which to make 
up his mind whether or not he would obey 
the rules of his office. Praedicow stood sus 
pended for this length oftimeand N. J. Hert- 
meyer was placed in charge. It only took 
Pracedicow five days to repent. He went to 
Dr. Frank and apologized for his action, 
acknowledging that he had made a mistake 
and promising to do better in the future. On 
this promise he was to-day again placed in 
charge.

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A MESSAGETO HIS MOTHER: 


FRANK WILLHELMY’S LAST THOUGHTS ON 
DETERMINING TO QUIT THIS WORLD, 


After a Night of Rollicking Furs He Dies on 
the Street Corner In Consequence of a 
Dose of Morphine Taken With Suicidal 
Intent— The Coroner’s Inquest This 
Afternoon. 


Shortly after 8 o’clock this morning two 
young men, both considerably under the in- 
fluence of liquor, walked north on Broadway 
until they reached the grocery store at 2823, 
near Wright street. There were a number of 
boxes lying onthe sidewalk in front of the 
place. Over these the men tumbled. Picking 
themselves up, they sat on the boxes and 
soon went to sleep. These men.were Frank 
Wilhelmy, whose parents live at 8301 North 
Eleventh street, and Oharles Anders, 58315 
North Eleventh street, a 

Half an hour later Officer Steele of the 
Fourth District came along. Seeing the two 
men he shook them. Anders was aroused 
with but little trouble. Wilhelmy, however, 
resisted the efforts of the officer. He did not 
awake, and tell on the sidewalk as soon as 
the hand on his arm released its hold. 
Alarmed, the officer bént over the prostrate 
man, pulled back his coat, placed his hand 
over his heart and started back in dismay at 

FEELING NO THROB. 
Wilhelmy was dead. 

The shock of the discovery sobered Anders, 
who ran for assistance. It was of no avail, 
however, as the young man was beyond all 
hope. His body was removed at once to the 
Morgue, and the parents, at 3301 North 
Eleventh street, notified of his sudden de- 
mise. 

At the Morgue the body was searched. Noth- 
ing of any importance was found. There was 
38 cents in money, a pocket-knife, a 
palr of sleeve-buttons, a scarf-pin, two 
white handkerchiefs and a number of 
small trinkets. In the inside coat pocket 


wasapint bottle containing a few drops of 
whisky. There was no wound on the body, 
and no receptacle for poison in the pockets. 
There was ashort note, however, which ex- 
plained everything. It was written on a 
small piece of foolscap paper and bore no 
address. It read as follows: 

DEAR MOTHER—Remember my last lines—so good- 
bye and God bless you all. Iam your son 

FRANK. 

That was all. There was no word of regret 
forthe life be had led; no cause assigned 
for J the rash step he bad taken. 
His mother had been his true friend and 
through her he announced his farewell to the 
world. The letter was written in a good 
steady hand but badly spelled. 

THE INQUEST 
was carly this morning set for 12 o’clock to- 
day. Coroner Frank in the meantime com- 
menced an inquiry as to the cause of death. 
That the young man had swallowed a dose of 
polson was more than probable, yet no 
poison was found in his pockets. As soon 
as he had collected his wits, however, young 
Anders remembered having heard Wühelmy 
sav something about taking a dose of norphine 
just after they had lelt a down town resort 
where they had spent the night in drinking 
and started on their way bome. The remark 
was made in a joking way and Anders took it 
in that light, thinking hie friend had drunk 
enough liquor to make him garrulous. Anders 
says he had not seen the note found on 
the body until after Wilhelmy’s death and is 
quite certain that the deceased did not write 
itany time during the evening while he was 
in his company. Thus it appears that 
the act was a premeditated and delib- 
erate one. What there was behind it 
isnot known. Young Wilhelimy had always 
been a wild sort of youth. He was only 
21 years old at the time ot his death and had 
grown up among dissolute associates not with- 
standing the strenuous efforts of his parents 
to prevent his downfall. 
MR. WM. WILHELMY, 

the father of the deceased, 1s a grocer at No. 
$300 North Eleventh street, and is worth, it is 
said, $150,000. When seen this morn- 
ing, he sald: I do not know 
what reason there was for my 
son to commit suicide. However, I think 
that there isa girl in the case, but Ido not 
know from any actual observations, but 
think so, knowing no other reason that 
would have tempted him to do what he 
did. He was around all right last evening 
at 10 o’ clock and expected to retire early, but 
left shortiy after the hour. Diligeut in- 
quiry in the neighborhood failed to bring out 
any facte in reference to Mr. Wilhelmy’s sus- 
picion of his son having trouble with a girl. 

Atlo’clock this aftern: on the inquest was 
held in the Coroner’s office aod a verdict of 
suicide by morphine was returned. 
Young Anders testified that 
the evening Wilheimy had 
to get 45 cents’ worth of morphine. 
not get it, and Wilhelmy struck him in the 
face. Afterwards he told him be had swal- 
lowed 25 cents’ worth of morphine. 

Harry Cranby testified that he was with 
Wilhelmy last night. The deceased told 
him be wanted him to be one of his 
pall-bearers. When he told the deceased not 
to talk so foolishly the latter said: ‘‘Harry, if 
you don’t do as Itell youl will haunt you all 
the rest of your lite. Tue father, William 
Wilhelmy will bury the remains.

Freight Rates to Mexico and the Class Dis- 
criminations—Notes. 


The St. Louls & San Francisco has issued a 
tariff to the Olty of Mexico and San Luis 
Patosi, effective February 16. The Atchi- 
son, Topeka & Santa Fe, Wabash, Chicago, 
Burlington & Quincy, Chicago & Alton and 
Illinois Central unite in quoting uniform 
rates to points named above. From St. Louls 
and East St. Louls and Kansas City the class 
rates are the same. Chicago, South Bend and 


Cincinnati are placed in thé same group at 20 
cents higher for first class than from St. 
Louis and other rates in proportion. Mil- 
waukee, Detroit and Toledo are grouped at 30 
cents higher than the St. Louis rate on first 
class, and scaled accordingly,

THE PARNELL COMMISSION'S REPORT. 

The report of the Parnell Commission is 
simply the presentment of a political in- 
quest or grand-jury of Tory judges, com- 
missioned to find how many of the Tory 
witnesses could be convigted off-hand of 
perjury, how many of their campaign 
lies could be positively disproved, how 
many of their charges of crime against 
Ireland and her representatives could be 
technically proved, and what inferences 
and assumptions of probability could be 
urged in support of the charges that are 
neither proved nor disproved. 

It is an attempt by English lawyers to 
frame an indictment of the Irish people 
and their representatives, and judicial 
authority and judicial forms have 
been applied to fortify this indict- 
ment as a justification of English op- 
pression of the Irish. When a document 
of this nature declares all the more serious 
charges disproved, and sustains only 
charges of crime which an impartial 
world would regard as incidental to the 
situation or excusable under the circum- 
stances, it not actually creditable, it is 
more of a vindication than a eee: 
tion. 

The report on Irish agrarian crimes‘ 
takes no note of the distress, the oppres- 
sion and the extreme provocation under 
which they were committed. In arraign- 
ing the Parnellites as inciters and abettors 
of these crimes, the report is rather weak 
in holding them guilty because they did 
not prevent the crimes. It apparently 
finds them guilty only of sympathizing 
with their suffering and wronged country- 
men, of agitating against oppressive 
laws, and of sometimes being misled in 
the heat of conflict to countenance inju- 
dicious, reprehensible and illegal methods 
even to the extent of braving imprison- 
ment or severe punishment. 

On this basis the Parnellite Commission 
could have drawn up afar more serious 
indictment against the most honored 
champions of English liberty, and it 
could have sentenced to the gallows every 
American patriot who opposed the oppres- 
sions of GEORGE III. 's reign.

The people are not beggars asking alms; they 
are men demanding rights. In his person and 
all that pertain to his power the Emperor 
répresents the medieval idea of an omnipo- 
tent state controlling the destinies of a help- 
lessly dependent people and entitled to the 
gratitude of the people for such benefits as it 
graciously permits them to enjoy. That con- 
oe pt lion is utterly fepugnant to the modern 
mind, which is saturated with the idea of the 
natural quality of men, in the matter of 
rights, and which will never rest content 
under institutions founded in a denial of such 
equality.

THE STORY of, 4 CRIMINAL WHO ArT- 
TEMPTED TO REFORM. 


_ Hounded by Detectives His. Efforts Proved 
Fruitless— College-Bred Man Who Fell 
Inte Evil Ways—The Life of a Thief 
Preferred to That of a Mend@icant—His 

Statement ti Court and the Effect It 
Produced.

WN the early morn- 
ing of January . 
one of the most 
daring robberies 
Was committed by 
three men, who 
drove a truck up in 
trout of & Ware - 
house on Leonard 
street near Church, 
in broad @aylight, 
and deliberately 
. , garted away a Val- 
25 4; ‘uable case of goods 
mupthat had been left 
on the sidewalk. 
The coods belonged 
to Messers. Victor 
& Achelis, import - 
ers, doing business 
at No.68 Leonard street. The police captured, 
a few days afterward, George Wilson, an old- 
time thief, who had a hundred aliases, but 
who has been lately known as ‘‘Jack Shep- 
pard,’’ Dr. Austin and Mareus Raymond. 
The men were arraigned in court yesterday 
for trial. Wilson ane Raymond pleaded gulity 
and Were remanded for sentence. Austin en- 
' gaged a lawyer and stood trial. The prosecu- 
Hon put Raymond on the stand to testify 
against his pal, and Austin concluded that 


he too would plead guilty. 

The men were immediately brought to the 
bar for sentence. When the clerk asked Aus- 
tin what he had to say he replied that he was 
sorry to have taken up so much of the time of 
thé Court, buthe thought he could have got 
ten off if Raymond had not turned State's 
evidence. Judge Martine then sentenced him 
to four years and six months in State prison. 
Wüson was next summoned. He isa fine- 
looking man, about 55 years old, with a clear 
ent, refined face and remarkably intelligent. 
He is a graduate of Harvard College, having 
taken first honors, and belongs to a highly 
connected family in Boston. He said in de- 
fense of his crime that he had elther to starve 
or steal. I would not be allowed to solicit 
alms on the streets, and would be locked up if 
I dia,“ said he. ‘‘Even if I managed to 
clude the police, the living would be but a 
poor one, so I took to stealing. I fully realize 
what stealing is, and how people feel 
who lose their property. Ihave suffered — 
elt trom such losses. I came to this city 
from Bostos about a 1775 ago and resolved to 
lead an honest lite. secured employment in 
an uptown hotel at $6.50 per week. Ihave 
been inthe habit of speading thousands a 
year, yet I was contented with the pittance I 

received because it was honestly sarned. 

‘ What was the use of my resolve? I met De- 
tective Sergeant Lyman on the streét one day 
and thereafter he hounded me back to the d 
life. He forced me to give up my position, 
and I could not starve. Icould not get work 
with every policeman on the alert to warn ev- 
ery employer against me. Just before the 
centennial last year I invested my last hon- 
estiy earned dollars in some Martha Washing- 
ton badges and attempted to peddle them on 
the streets, but Inspector Byrnes ordered 
every known criminal to be piaced under ar- 
rest, and Ieonciuded that New York wasn’t 
A safe lace forme to remsin in and went 
over to Jersey City. For several days i haa 
nothing to eat. I could not staid that and 
came back to New York, and soon fell in with 
my old companions. I met Detective Hanley, 
and he proposed to me that I should beeome a 
stool-pigeon forthe detectives, butI would 
not do that no matter how badly I might fare. 
Imet Austin and Raymond and we planned 
the robbery. Alllcan do now istoas« the 
Court toshow what mercy your Honor be-

TWO BILLS RELATING TU THE WorRLD'’s 
-FAIE TO B& SUBMITTED. 


History of the World’s Fair Bill in the 
Special Committes of the Houses of Rep- 
resentatives—Neither Measure Likely to 
Pass—What Will Be Done in Congress, 


HE report of the 

spécial Committee ap- 

pointéd bY the House 

of Representatives to 

consider the claims of 

the different cities 

competing for the 

World's Fait, and to 

recommend a Dili au- 

_ thorizing the selection 

of a site, was presented 

yesterday. The report offers two bills for 
consideration—one recommending tH selec. 
tion of Washington a8 a site, aud the other 
leaving the choice to Congress, the latter 
known as the St. Lowls-New York-Chicago 
bill, as the choice is well understooa to lie 


between these three cities. 
BOTH BILLS PROVIDE 

that the fair shall be opened in 182. When 
the report will be considered is not known, 
but probably not for several weeks. That 
neither bill will pass in anything like the form 
ih Which it was reported by the committee, is 
admitted of all sides, as the status of affairs 
has greatly changed since the committee was 
formed, and there has been a general realign- 
mont of forces. The opponents of St. Louis 
have gained one victory, but R will prove 
unimportant. The desire of those having 
charge of the interests of this city was 
that the four competitors should be placed on 
an absolutely equal footing, and no distine- 
tion made between them. The Chicago mon. 
who have made themselves prominent as the 
bitter opponents of St. Louis, were anxious 
to divide the cities competing as far as possi- 
ble and favored thé presentation of four bills, 
eath naming one of the competing cities. 
When it was found that this was Impossible of 
accomplishment, it was suggested that Con- 
resse be advised to drop the city receiving 


the smailést number of votes at cach ballot 
until the contestants were reduced to two. 
THE OBJKCT OF THIS MOVE 

was to throw out St. ules, as the fact was 
récognizeé that while Chicago had the largest 
vote to start on, it was considerably less than 
u majority, and that ina cone contest that 
clty would stéadily lose I u, were several 
Contestants left in the field. Now York, it 
was believed, would not draw largely from 
the strength at Chiéago, but the opponent to 

most feared was dt. Louis, whose 
. would become more form ida- 
ble the longer the contest lasted. It was 
forthe purpose of throwing this city out of 
the race that the idea of dropping the city re- 
ceiving the smallest number of votes was ad- 
vocated. When it became evident that this 
could not be accomplished the Chicago men, 
at that time allied with the New Yurkers, suc- 
ceeded in carftyin * roposition placing 
Washington la a Dill 01 teelf, the intention 
belag to callupthis bill first, defeat it, and 
thus eliminate one of the factors from the 

roblem to 0 solved 
ouse of Representatives. 
was epposed by the 
contingent, but the point was not pressed, as 
it became evident that the report of the com- 
mittee would not play auy important part in 
the contest. The report will be only valuable 
as enabling the matter of the Worid“e Fair to 
be brought to the attention of Congress at an 
earlier date than would otherwise have been 
the case. 
THE ADVOCATES 

of an International Exposition in 1892,are now 
few and far between, and it is regarded as im- 
possible that this date will be settied upon 
under any circumstances. The original prop- 
ositions of the Special Committee will at 
ones be buried under amendments, and if a 
World’s Fair is decided upon it is considered 
probable that nothing but the enacting clause 
of the bill willremain unchanged. A strong 


party bas been found which will advocate ghe 


apontion ofthe resolutions deciding in favor 
Werld’s Fair before the question of site 
is broughtup. The date will next come in for 
consideration, and then the place. By this 
means it is believed that a faircan be made a 
certainty, and the jealousies that have arisen 
can be prevented from having & disastrous in- 
fluence upon the proposed Exposition. 4 
rest deal of work remains to be done by the 
élegations from all the cities interested, and 
St. Louis will senda strong contingent ‘next 
week to champion its cause.

AN ICE FAMINE, 


Halt the United States Will Fall Far Short 
of the Usual Supply. 


CHICAGO, Feb. 15.—An ice famine in Chi- 
cago seems to be Inevitable and there is talk 
that nearly half the United States must meet 
a similar emergency. Inquiries yesterday 
show that while hundreds of car-loads are 
arriving here, it is wholly for present use. 
The immense ice-houses in the viclnity of 
Chicago are almost entirely empty. There 
has been no ice cut in the Chicago field 


this year, owing to absence of cold weather. 


Last winter the crop was unusually small and 
there was consequently little chance 
or 1 reserve. Iwo poor ice 
winters have never before been known to suc- 
ceed each other consecutively. According to 
dealers here the dearth extends from the Mis- 
sissipp! River to the Atlantic Ocean south of 
Wisconsin, Lake Erie, Maine and Vermont. 
The seaboard cities as far north as Boston are 
said to be without ice and will have to import 
theirentire supply from the Maine rivers, 
while St. Louis is paying from to $ for ice 
that usually costs her leemen from 50 to 75 
cents a ton. It ies claimed that the artificial 
ice factories at New Orleans and afew otber 
points have too small a capacity to make 
— material difference in the general de- 
ciency.
